In these days when our world is being 
increasingly dominated by the field of sci- 
ence, it is strange to realize that there ore 
many among us who still practice an an- 
cient form of magic—the art of dowsing. 

Dowsing, or water-witching, is a method 
of finding underground springs by means 
of a forked stick. Holding the forked end 
with his two hands the dowser crosses the 
terrain searching for water. The stick is 
said to twitch violently as it passes over 
any source of water in the earth below, 

* Dowsing is believed to have originated 
thousands of years ago, In the Middle Ages 
it was used to locate minerals and wos 
offen denounced as a form of black magic. 
By the 17th century the dowsing stick was 
being used throughout Europe and Colo- 
nial America as an infallible method for 
locating water underground, 

Dowsers disagree about which kind of 
wood makes the best dowsing rod. Popu- 
lar choices are peach, cherry, witch hazel 
and ashi 

In Europe dowsing is called Radiesthe- 
sia, and has some scientific standing. But 
instead of a dowsing stick, Europeans use 
a pendulum device. The pendulums may 
be made of plastic, marble, crystal and 
ivory. Like the forked stick, the pendulum 
is supposed to react when the operator 
passes over an underground water source. 
However in Europe these devices are used 
to locate not only water but various un- 
derground mineral supplies. ts 

Does this system really work? Scientists 
have scoffed at it for centuries. But in 
1953 prominent European scientists, work- 
ing under a U.N. grant, studied Radiesthe- 


sia and reported, amazingly, "There con 
be no doubt, it is a fact!’ 

Other European scientific institutions 
have endorsed it, The Academy of Sci- 
ences of Paris concluded that Radiesthetic 
power did exist, but admitted its nature 
had not been determined, 

In attempting to analyze the nature of 
this weird power, some scientists point out 
that all matter contains electrons in its 
atomic structure. In their constant motion, 
electrons produce energy. The energy pro- 
duced by different elements differs in fre- 
quency of vibration and wave length from 
that produced by other elements. 

Scientists and prospectors have long 
used the Geiger counter to trace radioac- 
tive minerals. Is it not possible that similar 
methods can be used to trace the elec- 
tronic energy emitted by other kinds of 
matter? 

Other scientists reply that dowsing is a 
fraud. They claim the forked stick is 
twitched and jerked by the dowser him- 
self and not by unseen underground 
forces. As for the Radiesthetic pendulum, 
any movement of the operator's crm con 
make it swing or turn. Such scientific or- 
ganizations as the U.S. Geodetic Survey 
and the Smithsonian Institute have called 
dowsing a fraud, 

Yet such large corporations as R.C.A. 
and Bristol-Myers have hired dowsers to lo- 
cote water for their manufacturing plants 
when professional geologists failed to finJ 
adequate water resources. 

Dowsing or Radiesthesia . . . Is it fact or 
fiction? The scientific jury is still out. The 
world awaits its verdict!
